As a survivor of Dachau and a national Czech 
hero, he was considered untouchable by the Com- 
munists. The Archbishop became a rallying point 
for resistance and his Sunday sermons brought 
multitudes to Prague’s famed Cathedral. The 
Communists simply placed him under house arrest 
and slowly a curtain of silence descended so that 
today nothing is known of his whereabouts. 

ee This violent desecration of the Catholie 
ca Church in Czechoslovakia was carried on without 
a pretext of legal justification. The guiding prin- 


oe ciple was state control of education. For the first 
Se time in history we have the sorry spectacle of 
“persecution through education.” It was in the 
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Ove day in 1929 a young Communist deputy 
‘zechoslovak Parliament and angrily 
shouted, “You ask what we want. Gentlemen, we 
ak your necks.” Today, although that 
deputy, Klement Gottwald, the first President of 
Communist Czechoslovakia, is now dead, his suc- 
cessors are’ still trying to carry out his threat 
which in large measure is currently directed 
smashing of the Catholic Church. 

This campaign of hate typified by Gottwald’s 
remark has been given priority attention by the 
Communist regime since 1945. Yet after bitter 
anti-religious attacks Communists themselves ad- 
mit a measurable lack of success. A 1955 directive 


issued by the Prague regime authorities admits as 
much. Addressing itself to the Party committee in 
Brno the directive apologetically stated, “We are 
deeply sorry that we are forced to acknowledge 
our failure to smash the religious sentiments of the 
masses. We underestimated the strength of re- 
ligion ... In spite of severe restrictions upon the 
church, in spite of fierce anti-religious propaganda 
waged by the Party and the state, relatively few 
people have been induced to renounce their re- 
ligion.”

Czechoslovakia had become a cross of martyrdom. 
As a nation 73% Catholic it possessed some 7,000 
priests in 1945. By April 1951 it was estimated that 
some 3,000 Czech priests were either jailed or 
were being prevented from the proper exercise of 
their priestly functions. “Concentration monas- 
teries” were established into which members of 
religious orders were forced to live in filth and to 
work up to 16 hours per day under brutal guards. 
Reports reached the American sector of Austria in 
1951 which indicated that many rejgious had been 
shipped to slave labor camps in the U.S.S.R. A 
State Office for Church Affairs was created with 
power over Church appointments and ecclesiasti- 
cal activities. The result of this maneuver ended in 
nearly 70% of Czechoslovak parishes being with- 
out resident pastors. The terror campaign was 
judged complete with the disappearance of the 
heroic and courageous Archbishop Josef Beran, 
Primate of Czechoslovakia. Monsignor Beran 
fought valiantly to stem the Communist advance.

religious instruction ‘was eliminated from all 
school grades except the lowest which fell into 
line shortly thereafter. As a substitute, the study 
of Communism was ordered and foreign language 
training was limited to Russian. Seminary courses 
were compelled to include in the curriculum 
“social science” lectures on Marxism. A major ef- 
fort to communize education necessitated the elim- 
ination of teaching orders of religious—both men 
and women. Communist Party schools meanwhile 
contributed regime teachers in place both of 
Christian laymen and religious as the move to 
de-christianize gathered momentum. 

All Church property including schools was 
nationalized in October 1949 and payment of re- 
ligious salaries by the state were made contingent 
on individual acceptance of the regime’s condi- 
tions—put another way—surrender to the Com- 
munists. Soon most of the clergy ceased to receive 
government salaries. The religious press was 
seized, One of the “justifications” for this action 
was publication of the Pope’s encyclical on the 
Christian education of youth. A subservient na- 
tional “Catholic” Church was fostered with very 
little success, its clergy composed of excommuni- 
cated and apostate priests and opportunistic lay- 
men.

(Continued from page 1) help limited to do- 
nation of their time. So many refugees now 
line up for care at each stop that the demand 
for medicines far surpasses the sizable medi- 
cine fund supplied by Catholic Relief Ser- 
vices-N.C.W.C. Often during the last week of 
the month the Clinic keeps going only because 
the doctors and-nurses on each shift supple- 
ment the medical supplies from their own 
limited stocks. The sight. of this Mobile Clinic 
going quietly on its rounds of mercy to every 
corner of Hong Kong is a more effective ser- 
mon against Communism than any that could 
be preached from the housetop or over the 
air-waves! 

Most warmhearted of all our refugee pro- 
jects is one started by the National Council of 
Catholic Women—the Hong Kong Feed-a- 
Family Program. So successful has this proved 
in action that I keep hoping some miracle will 
multiply it a thousandfold. Hundreds of U. S. 
men, women—and children too—have “adopt- 
ed” destitute refugee families here by provid- 
ing food packages for them several times a 
year. Each five dollars in U. S. money, for- 
warded to us through our central Catholic Re- 
lief office in New York City, is multiplied to a 
value of $15 in Hong Kong—and packages 
supplementing a hungry family’s diet for al- 


most a month can be assembled for that 
amount. 


I asked our staff members who first made 


- Feed-a-Family arrangements how they ever 


managed to assemble such a combination of 
bargains. Their answer told a story of chain- 
reaction enthusiasm on the part of all our 
people here. The grocer volunteered to give 
the food at cost, and obtained at wholesale 
price any items he did not have in stock. His 
shopworkers stayed on their own time to 
measure Out and pack the items solidly. 


One staffworker suggested that instead 
of packing the food in containers of paper or 
cardboard, which are very expensive in Hong 
Kong, it could be put into large used flour 
bags. (These will be handy later on for 
making children’s underwear.) 

A group of coolies—the poorest paid of 
all Hong Kong workers—offered their ser- 
vices free to carry the heavy packages from 
our truck up to the refugee centers high on 
Hong Kong’s steep hills. 

The result of all these savings is that via 
the Feed-a-Family Program a hungry refugee 
gets a nourishing meal of his favorite food for 
less than 5c! Each family package contains 
almost 50 pounds of the food. most wanted in 
everyday Chinese life—28 pounds of rice; 4 
pounds of dried meat or fish; 6 pounds of 
beans, 4 pounds of dried vegetables, and 2 
quart-bottles of cooking oil. These foods not 
only are the most nutritious available—but 
they are the best adapted for storage in our 
refugee huts, which give practically no pro- 
tection from rain or heat. 

In a simple and direct fashion our Feed- 
a-Family Program demonstrates one of the 
most joyful fruits of our faith—that all men 
are truly brothers in Christ. With its help I 
see miracles of charity take place on our Hong 
Kong hills everyday—a generous New Jersey 
housewife takes under her wing a Cantonese 
grandmother who runs a ferry all day, sup- 
porting three sickly grand-children and an in-

valid daughter. A young pipe-fitter from Chi- 
cago saves the family of a fellow-fitter starv- 
ing in a Hong Kong attic—and builds a new 
house for them! 


So when I’m asked: “Are we Catholics 
doing anything positive in Hong Kong?”—all 
these things, small and great, come to my 
mind. The single spontaneous gifts which 
bring joy and renewed self-respect to an in- 
dividual exiled family. The whole shiploads 
of clothing, of dried milk and U.S. surplus 
foods, which mean warmth and renewed 
strength for tens of thousands of destitute 
“hillbillies.” The manifold projects that crowd 
the waking hours of our missionaries here— 
the free clinics in our city areas, the mobile 
clinic ranging our hills, the tireless nursing 
sisters penetrating the dockside shacks! I 
think of the hundreds of destitute boys being 
helped toward a constructive future in our 
trade schools and Shoeshine Boys Clubs; of 
the happily reinstated families in trim hous- 
ing and resettlement projects. These form an 
answer more powerful than words to all those 
who would try to deny the concern of our 
Christian world for the needy, the homeless 
and the outcast. : 


Even with all our efforts, the problems 
that face our refugees still tower over our at- 
tempts to solve them, much as our Hong Kong 
hills tower over the busy city beneath. But 
with God’s help, and your support, we hope to 
continue as bearers of Christ’s good news to 
the valiant people on these hills—so threat- 
ened everyday by thunder from the vast China 
mainland around us!

Richard Himbler, one of the country’s 
tried and true entertainment troopers— 
hand leader and magician—has recently 
ioined in the protest against rock ’n roll.

This is 
somewhat tougher going, for the author 
strikes straight for the theological roots of 
the question. But it is eminently worth the 
effort which it requires of the reader, for 
it gives an understanding in depth of the 
meaning, sublimity, and usefulness of the 
religious vocation. 

It is in the form of letters, written in 
reply to inquiries by a group of very 
modern young people. The inquiries, print- 
ed before each of Sister Mary Laurence’s 
answers, are straightforward and challeng- 
ing, and the letters they elicit are right on 


_the beam. No difficulty is ducked, and the 


objections are squarely met and illumi- 
natingly handled. 

This can be warmly recommended not 
only to all young women pondering their 
place in God’s design, but also to nuns who 
want a deeper appreciation of their own vo- 
cation and help in offering guidance to 
those seeking advice. 


ST. JOSEPH’S PLACE 


The aim of the anthology entitled St. 
Joseph, compiled by Henri Rondet, S.J., and 
translated and edited by Donald Attwater 
(Kenedy. $4), is to make clear “St. Joseph’s 
place in the economy of salvation,” as es- 
tablished by critical scholarship. 

Father Rondet presents a series of 
pithy writings about the saint, from the 
time of the Fathers of the Church down to 
our own day. These are preceded by a fairly 
long essay from his pen, in which the his- 
tory of Catholic belief and devotion touch- 
ing the foster father of the Lord is traced. 

It is most interesting to see the evolu- 
tion of the Catholic attitude toward St. Jo- 
seph. After figuring in apocryphal writings 
rejected by the Church, he was in obscurity 
for ages. In the twelfth century St. Bernard 
called attention to him: in the fourteenth 
and fifteenth centuries he got more notice; 
but it was left for the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries to discern the elements 
of his true importance; and the develop- 
ment since then has been steady. 7 

In both the introductory essay and the 
excerpts which make up the bulk of the 
book, every aspect of the Saint (e.g., was 
he a very old man, possibly a widower, 
when he married Our Lady?) is considered. 


THE LAW STATED 


Concise and authoritative is Father J. 
B. O’Connell’s Church Building and Fur- 
nishings: The Church’s Way (University of 
Notre Dame Press. $5.50). 

This is subtitled “a study in liturgical 
law.” It is a matter of law, be it noted. 
While allowing latitude for peculiar local 
needs and limitations, the Church has 
nonetheless legislated, and quite minutely 
too, as to just about everything having to 
do with the building and furnishing of a 
church. There is an obligation to heed and 
conform to such legislation. Abuses pro- 
liferate when it is ignored. 

The trouble is that it is not generally 
known. And this because it is not readily 
available in brief form and in the vernacu- 
lar. But that lack is now supplied by Father 
O’Connell. It is to be hoped that his com- 
prehensive and readable presentation of the 
subject will be studied by the clergy and 
the laity. If it is, we shall have substantial 
hope for better churches and the correction 
of faults in those already in use.

Resistance to purge by education 
has taken other forms. For example, 
the regime’s removal of nursing nuns 
from hospitals such as in Cheb 
aroused the anger of the population 
because the nuns were better trained 
than Communist nurses. Doctors con- 
stantly contrive to retain these dis- 
placed nuns as nurses, despite frantic 
governmental efforts to stamp out the 
practice. 

The fortitude of the Czech Catho- 
lic people has been enormously 
strengthened, refugees tell us, by the 
invisible “grape-vine” of knowledge 
about the priests in Communist forced 
labor camps. A former German POW 
who was repatriated from Czechoslo- 
vakia late in 1955 relates how word of 
the exemplary behavior and excellent 
attitude of Catholic priests confined 
in Czech camps in resisting Commun- 
ist brutality has spread among the 
population and given them the cour- 
age to continue their resistance. 

Communist religious re-education 
has failed also. The party controlled 
paper Nova Svoboda admitted as re- 
cently as July 17, 1955 that “there has 
been no substantial improvement in 
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men to the priest- -

the struggle against religious obscur- 
antism, as may be seen from the fact 
that 63% of all children are still at- 
pone classes of religious instruc- 
10Nn. 

This Communist rejection is evi- 
dent in the story of a nine year old 
Moravian boy who recently escaped 
with his mother to Austria. The 
youngster knew a great deal about 
Stalin, and Czech Communist idols, 
Gottwald and Zapotocky. He seemed 
fully indoctrinated—the result of 
careful Red training. But when he was 
asked about his family and religion 
he sofféned and said, “Every evening 
I pray for my mother, my father and 
for all those souls suffering in purga- 
tory, of whom no one else is thinking.” 

This in a boy who was born under 
a Communist star. What a declaration 
of simple faith from a youth who was 
described by the regime in 1955 as 
target number 1. “We must concen- 
trate,” said the Communists, “on the 
school children. If we succeed in win- 
ning the new generation we may ulti- 
mately win the war against religion.” 

It is not improbable that the Com- 
munists despite their prisons, their 
new education, their naked force real- 
ize the hopelessness of the fight. As 
recently as February 29 of this year 
we find the newspaper Nova Svoboda 
warning “atheistic propaganda must 
be carried out ... consistently .. .” 
otherwise idealistic ideas might 
“afflict the minds of the people.’ Even 
many Party members in Czechoslo- 
vakia the paper admitted still have 
“religious prejudices.” 

The Czech Communists are learn- 
ing, as are others, the spirit of religion 
cannot be stifled. 


V. The Master Plan 


Tue story of Communist per- 
secution of religion in eastern Europe 
is a sordid drama of hate and violence. 
Yet even today we see and hear the 
naive reports of touring Westerners 
including, unfortunately, clergymen, 
who declare: “I have seen myself the 
crowded churches, the religious ser- 
vices, the priests and ministers, There 
is a freedom of religion under Com- 
munism.” 

The simple fact is atheistic Com- 
munism cannot permit a loyalty and 
faith to any Divine authority. Other- 
wise, the basis of its materialistic 
philosophy dissolves into nothingness. 
Atheistic Communism contains no 
basis for giving value to man as an in- 
dividual possessing an immortal soul. 

Although the Soviet cannot suc- 
ceed in rooting out man’s yearning for 
God, it seeks, as we have seen, to re- 
place religion with a secular cult dom- 
inated by Communist thought. 

This attack is carried out gener- 
ally in four forms. First, terror and 
violence are practiced on the clergy 
and the faithful. Second, religious 
groups are deprived of their papers, 
publications and books. Third, organ- 
ized religion either is suppressed or 1s 
dominated by Communist power.

‘within the satellite bloc. They have 


practiced murder, arson, arrest, secu- 
larization, confiscation, propaganda 
and schism in order to weaken 
Church leadership. Communists have 
organized “progressive Catholic” 
movements, “national Catholic” 
Churches, “peace and patriotic 
priests” activities, “Christian Peace 
Movements” in order to undermine 
the true Church and confuse the 
faithful. 

The Soviets have reaffirmed their 
determination to destroy religion. 
Khrushchev himself signed a decree in 
November, 1954, setting forth the en- 
larged long range campaign to replace 
God with anti-Christ. “The Com- 
munist Party,” the decree announced, 
“is carrying on propaganda of 
scientific enlightenment in the ma- 
terialist outlook, aimed at constantly 
raising the consciousness of the work- 
ing masses ... freeing them from re- 
ligious prejudices.” 

But despite these maneuvers re- 
ligion exists, prospers and daily adds 
new thorns ‘to the crown of suffering 
which is the role of the Church mili- 
tant on earth. 

From the stronghold. of Com- 
munism, Moscow, ,comes word in 
Izvestia that religion is still an im- 
portant element within the family. 
Parents, the paper complains, give 
secret religious instruction to their 
children. Young people are insisting 
upon Church weddings and baptisms 
for their children. Feast days and re- 
ligious festivals continue to be ob- 
served in spite of regime pressure. 

We have the example of the 
young Hungarian. border guard—an 
elite corps—who escaped from his be- 
leagued. homeland last month. For at- 
tending midnight Mass Christmas Eve 
1955 in violation of instructions he 
was jailed and berated publicly by his 
commander. “Midnight Mass,” roared 
the officer, “where do you think you 
are, in a seminary? Do you still be- 
lieve in Church when religion is only 
a business? Did you ever see God?” 

“No,” retorted the boy, “and I 
never saw Lenin either.” 

“Do not draw wrong conclusions,” 
Khrushchev has said, “we remain 
atheists. Communism has not changed 
its attitude ... to religion. We are 
doin® everything we can to eliminate 
the bewitching power of religion.” 

The Vatican has replied for all 
religious. “Do not,” warns L’Osserva- 
tore Romano, “be taken in by Com- 
munism and its co-existence. There 
is no compromise. There will be no 
baptism of Communism.” 


CONCLUSION 


Khrushchey who on November 
10, 1954 urged a “more scientific ap- 
proach to the anti-religious campaign”’ 
has coined a new phrase “Scientific 
atheist” as the objective of communist 
education. Never has the battle for 
men’s minds and souls been waged 
more vigorously or with more inge- 
nuity. In an interview published in 
the Boston Pilot February 8, 1956, J. 
Edgar Hoover is quoted as describing 
Communist. intrigue in America in 
these words: 

“Today Communists are far 
more dangerous because they are. 
far less crude than in their 
methods of former years. Today 
they are more subtle in their 
propaganda, particularly since 
the Geneva conference. And, un- 
happily, many citizens hoping 
desperately for peace are putting 
too much credence in the Kremlin | 
smiles . . . Our Christian nation 
should remember and remember 
well, that Communism and 
Christianity can no more. mix 
than oil and water... these 
20,000 (card-carrying) are the - 
hard core Communists, men and 
women who devote themselves 
unselfishly to the cause and who 
are dedicated to the proposition 
that the United States* govern- 
ment must be overthrown by 
force and violence.” |
